Gatorville versus admin 


On June 4, Charles Egan 
‘Goff, Judge of the Municipal 
Court in the city and county of San 
Francisco, delivered his judgment 
in the case of San Francisco State 
University (SFSU) vs. Michael! 
Ayon and Barbara Ayon 


The Judge's decision came after 
a trial that iasted over three weeks 
and a struggle between the SFS| 
Administration and the students of 
SFSU lasting over three years 


The case of SFSU vs Ayon, et 
al centers around a question of 
eviction in regards to Gatorville 
housing (the family student hous- 
ing at SFSU) Gatorville includes 
84 apartments in 12 barrack - like 
buildings located on the SFSI 
campus In 1973, the Ad- 
ministration refused to re - let the 
apartments as they became vacated 
due to students graduating and or 
transferring to other campuses. At 
the ume of the trial there were 16 
remaining famihes in Gatorville

University wants to tear 


on its three ~ acre site to construct a 
physical education facility for what 
it calis “academic use.” The conten- 
tion of the University is that Gator- 

ille is “structurally unsound” and 
that it ws “not a reasonable 
investment of public funds to make 
them safe.” They requested the 
eviction of the current 16 residents 


In 1975, at the request of the 
Califorma State University and 
Colleges Student Presidents As- 
sociation (CSUCSPA), Assem- 
biyman Wiilie Brown (D- San 
Francisco) introduced Assembly 
Concurrent Resolution #12 which 
passed both houses of the 
Legisiature unanimously. ACR 12 
requested the Trustees to retain the 
family student housing at SFSU 
until such time as “at least an 
equivalent number of low - cost 
housing units are made available 
for student occupancy.” As the 
trustees completely ignored this re- 


quest of the Legislature, Judge 
Goff would not permit its’ ad- 
mission as evidence on behalf of 
the Gatorville residents He further 
Stated that since “no funds are 
provided for such alternative 
facilities (in ACR 12), thisis a clear 
indication that the Legisiature 
thinks that the crtvens of Califor 
ma are not willing to provide these 
funds at this me ~ 


Judge Goff felt that the 
Legisiature could have enacted a 
forbidding the removal of 
Gatorville if it “were advisable in 
its judgment ~

The students contended that the 
university failed in its commitment 
to students by allowing the struc 
tural Gatorville to 
diminish over the vears. Further 
they contended that the university 
has an obligation to repair Gator 
ville enough to bring it up to hous 
ing code standards Gatorville 
residents feel that the University 
has a moral commitment to repair 
the deficiencies, as the latter had 
allowed the structural quality to 
deteriorate, tor the benefit of the 
family students who will be atten- 
ding SFSU in the years to come 


Saicty of 


Judge Goff stated that huis 
decision to permat the University to 
evict the remaining I6 residents 
“means 400 full - time equivalent 
students, instead of 16, will benefit 
from the use of the three acres of 
tand where Gatorville is iocated 


The university went on to 
contend that the defendants had 
better housing than that of single 
students living on the SFSU cam- 
pus, in that family students had 
apar\jments with two bedrooms as 
compared to one bedroom for 
single students 


The university did not take into 
account the fact that students 
residing in Gatorville are families 
with approximately two children 
per couple. Also, the university did

Judge Goff disagreed with the 
students’ position that Gatorville 
was intended to provide housing 
tor poor family students by stating 
that “poor ts a relative term.” He 
felt that Gatorville is “low 
but not necessarily “low - income” 
student housing In regards the 
students argument that the 
University had a commitment to 
repair and retain the housing 
Judge Goff countered by saying 
that “ At some ume everyone 
would have to agree further repairs 
would be a wasteful use of citizens 
money ” Beforehand he expressed 
his belief that the administrative

Pomona, California Twelve 
municipalities in California earned 
a total of some $290,067 in 1975 
through newspaper collection 
programs. 

in the first four months of 1976, 
there were 12 communities par- 
ticipating in the program and they 
earned a total of $253,036, ac- 
cording to Edward P. Sparks, 
western region director of Paper 
Stock Procurement for Garden 
State Paper Company, Inc., the 
firm purchasing the waste news. In 
the first Your months of 1975, the 12 
communities then recovering 
Paper received $196,853. 


“The trend is definitely up 
More communities are getting in- 
volved in waste paper recovery and 
many others are studying the 
feasibility of implementing 
municipal programs,” Sparks said 

According to the latest figures 
from the Environmental! Protec- 
tion Agency, more than 120 cities 
in the United States are now con- 
ducting separate paper collection 
programs. Only two such 
programs existed in 1970
